WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.— 
The American people are having 
the wool pulled over their eyes 
by the Department of State 
under the present Administra- 
tion hi somewhat the same 
fashion it was done by the Tru- 
man-Acheson regime. The of- 
ficial propoganda concerning 
the relations of the United 
States to its allies, for example, 
still denounces any member of 
the Senate or House who pro 
poses an embargo on financial 
aid to unco-operative allies. Bui 
the facts show conclusively that 
the will of the Congress,- as ex- 
pressed in laws threatening the 
withdrawal of financial aid from 
allies that ara not co-operative, 
cannot be thwarted by such 
propaganda. Here are the 
facts: 

L On Dec. 1, the Department 
of State issued a statement de- 
claring that it resented criticism 
which said the American gov- 
ernment should withdraw finan- 
cial and economic- aid from those 
nations sending strategic mate- 
rials to countries behind the Iron 
Curtain, The statement deplored 
any "threats or intimidation" 
&nd said there was "no reason 
iov sacrificing friendship by at- 
tempting to coerce/'

5. On December 16, President 
Eisenhower held a press confer- 
ence at the White House and 
permitted a first- person quota- 
tion of his answers, to newspaper 
men, some of whom had asked 
Irm about the "blunt warning 11 
of the Secretary of State that, 
if France didn't ratify the E. D. C, 
pact, the United States wotfid; 
have to reappraise its troi 
pmmitments and its policies 
Mrs. Eisenhower said in reply 

"Ladies and gentlemen, Hi 
It- c: our lz:ic—rrz,' 
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Richards, amendment — - what 
fan tne Secretary o$&S£&t&^ay? 
The law of our land says that 
"0 per cent of this year's ap- 
propriations—! believe, starting 
January first, isn't it— 50 per 
cent of the appropriation must 
be given out through the Euro- 
pean Defense Community. If 
D. C. does not produce, what 
do we do? 

"I am a little bit astonished 
that any one should take this as 
something new, and particularly 
blunt, but it is just one of the 
things, that the Richards amend- 
ment requires of us." 

How many people, indeed, who 
reacted so vehemently to the 
McCarthy speech, or wrote to' 
rhe White House, kne wanything 
about the Richards amendment 
adopted as a part of the ap-i 
propriation law of July 16, 1953, 
by Congress or, for that matter, 
the provisions of the "Mutual 
'Asistance Control Act of 1951 " 
'Both measures, overwhelmingly 
supported by both parties, ex- 
press the will of Congress that 
our allies must co-operate otiose 
the financiaV.support of America. 
That's exactly what the Wiscon- 
sin Senator .advocated/ but the 
Department of State professed 
astonishment over his speech. 
Text of Ked Trading Ban 
The 1951 law reads in part as 
follows: 

"It is further declared to* be 
the policy of the United' States 
that no military, economic, or 
financial -assistance shall be sup- 
plied to any nation unless it ap- 
plies an embargo on such ship- 
ments (of strategic materials) 
to any nation or- combination of 
nations threatening the security 
of the tJnited States, including 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics - and all .countries under 
its domination. 

"This .act shall be admin- 
istered in'such a. way as to bring 
about the fullest support for 
any resolution of the .General 
Assembly of the United Nations, 
sufforted by the United States, 
to prevent the shipment of cer- 
tain commodities to areas under 
the control of governments en- 
gagedinhistilities m defiance 
of tne United Katio 1 



The same law permits the 
P ^ ic lw^ to hold m , ' abeVa'h ce 
such a penalizing program if tfte 
"cessation of aid would clearly 
be detrimental to the security of 
the United States." 1 But, the 
President is required to give his 
detailed reasons immediately to 
tv/o committee in each house of 
Congress. 

Here, then, is the will of Con- 
gress expressed -in "a law order- 
ing an embargo. Yet,* when a 
prominent Senator urges that 
the lawjbe enforced, Jie is vili- 
fied from dneVehd of .'the country 
to the other for "challenging" 
the President's leadership., The 
official propaganda does nothing 
to put the American people, 
straight on this issue, and they* 
are not reminded that existing" 
laws already provide for the ex- 
ercise of drastic pressure on un- 
willing or unco-operative allies 
'Such suppression of essentia 
pets will not tend to strengthe; 
i|ie confidence of the America: 
people in future pronouncement 
qje their Department of State. *

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Fired 306 
On Loyalty

The State department ■ an- 
nounced late Thursday that 306 
employes "against whom a secu- 
rity question existed" were fired 
between Jan. 20, when the Eisen- 
hower Administration took of- 
fice, and Sept. 30. 

The announcement said the 
306 employes "separated" from 
their jobs in the department are 
American citizens. The ^depart- 
ment disclosed further that in 
; addition, 178 alien employes 
"have been separated .on the 
basis of security considerations. - ' 

On Oct. 23, the White House 
announced that 1,451 federal em- 
ployes inherited from the Tru- 
man administration were fired 
or compelled to resign for secu- 
rity reasons in the four-mouth 
period which ended Sept. 30. Five 
other employes, hired by the 
Eisenhower administration on a 
probationary basis, were' dis- 
missed after being investigated, 
the White House said. 

The 1,456 firings and resigna- 
tions because of security risk 
were in addition to the dis- 
charges of 145,000; federal em- 
ployes since the inauguration last 
January under the Administra- 
tion!;? economy program. 

The period covered by the 
White House announcement 
dated from May 27, when Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's executive or- 
der covering hew security-loyalty 
regulations for federa l employe s

Homosexuals and other securi- 
, ty risks had a way of remaini n g 
on the State department payroll 
and even gaining .promotions 
during the Truman administra- 
tion, the Senate permanent in- 
vestigations ' subcommittee re- 
ported Monday. 

Friends in 'the -department had 
easy access to the personnel files, 
the.subcommitteeisaid, and could 
remove or destroy derogatory in- 
formation assembled for the pro* 
tection of national security. 

The subcommittee, headed jby 
Sen. McCarthy (R) of Wisconsin 
told of its findings in a formal 
report to the. Senate on its inter- 
rogation of State department of- 
ficials and of its subsequent in- 
vestigation. 

Files 'Deplorable' 
The repprt said that the files 
on the 8,000 members of the de- i 
partment's foreign service were' 
particularly susceptible to tam- 
pering. The subcommittee quoed 
John Matson, special agent of 
the department, as branding the, 
files of .the foreign service per- 
sonnel section as "deplorable" 
from the standpoint of security 

Mrs. Helen B. Balog, supervisor 
of the foreign service files, told 
the committee that she had tried 
in vain to persuade her superiors 
to reirfedy the conditions. • 

The subcommittee charged 
that the performance measure- 
ment branch, which supplies in- 
formation on employes, removed 
derogatory information from it? 
files before submitting the files 
to -the promotion panels, which 
ruled upon the promotion and 
transfer of foreign service work- 
ers. . 

The subcommittee said this in 
its summary of the tes^imanx-Df 
Mffesmrvftlo also testified that 



he had tried in vain to tighten 
up the system: 

"That a letter indicating an 
officer of the state department 
was permitted to resign as a I 
result of charges' involving un- { 
usual morals was removed from 
a file. That thereafter in re- 
sponse to an inquiry, involving 
such former employe, a letter of 
indorsement was written with- 
out reference to the missing 
letter ... 

McLeotf Praised 
"That the performance meas- 
urement branch of the personnel 
section removed derogatory ma- » 
terials from the files and main- " 
tained this material in files of 
their own. 

"That amongst the personnel 
of the recruitment section, whiph 
stripped many permanent file 
jackets, three were found to he 
homosexuals and permitted 
resign."

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McLeod Lists 
107 State D>e p€ 
Firings in '53

A House Committee learned 
yesterday that 107 State De-1 
partment employes have been! 
fired this year as a result of ih- ! 
vestigations concerning homo- 
sexuality or questionable secu- 
rity. 

The information came from 
R. W. Scott McLeod, State De- 
partment security officer, in a 
letter to the House Government 
Operations' Committee. It was 
made public by Rep, Charles B. 
Brownson (R-Ind.) who sought 
the report. 

McLeod also said, in reply ! 
to a direct inquiry, that the De- 
partment does not have any 
records identifying the^ 57 per- 
sons who were referred to by 
Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy (R- 
Wis.) as Communists in a Feb- 
ruary, 1950, speech. 

McLeod said a search of all 
files has "failed to disclose such 
a list. / I might point out that 
Senator McCarthy did hot iden- 
tify the individuals except by 
number in his speech." 

McLeod told the committee 
he was "reluctant" to come up 
with "a categorical answer" to 
the question: "Are there any 
Communists now employed in 
the State Department?" 

"I must always presume," he 
wrote, "that the , Soviets are at- 
tempting to penetrate an agency 
as sensitive as the State De- 
partment, and . . i I may never 
conclude that their efforts have 
been unsuccessful." ; 

Of 107^ dismissals this year, 
74 followed investigations of 
homosexuality, McLeod said, 
and involved some security 
question. He gave this break-

'Big RIF in July

riLEAN-UP at the State Depart- 
^ ment will really begin to roll 
on July L 

To many Republican politicians, 
this will be the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration's fulfillment of a campaign 
pledge, 

. When Secretary of State - John 
Foster Dulles took office in January, 
he announced that the department 
could get along with half as many 
people as it had on the pay roll. 
As of Jan. 1, the State Department 

a •, t *>A a £ neari - v employes. As of 

April 1 it was 31,600. 

If Congress does not disapprove President Eisen- 
hower's proposed reorganization plan, over 11,500 of 
these employes in three agencies will be transferred 
from under State Department administration. (Most 
of these jobs won't disappear entirely. They will con- 
tinue under another agency and label still to be, named. 
In President Eisenhower's proposal/ it is dubbed U. S. j 
Information Agency^) J 
^ And a big reduction in force— known for short as 
"RIF"— may not cut the remainder in the State De- 
partment itself to 16,000, but it will get it under 20,000. 

The transferred agencies are International Informa- 
tion Administration, Institute of Inter-American Af- 
fairs and Technical Co-Operation Administration which 
.handle Point Four projects for aid to under-developed 
countries. . As of April 1, IIA had 9243 employes, 
ECAA had 976 and TCA had 1308. 

Out .of the approximately 20,100 remaining positions 
on the State Department pay roll proper, 2550 are now 
destined to get the ax. That would cut total employ- 
ment to 17,550. ^ 

Of the 2550 who go, approximately 900 will be 
^employes in the United States and 1650 will be over- 
seas. Of the 1650, about half will be Americans and 
half will be aliens employed by U. S. embassies and 
consulates all over the world. 

.These aliens include native translators, clerks, secre- 
taries, chauffeurs, janitors and the like. They are the 
cheapest help which the State Department employs, 
as they are paid the prevailing wage rates for similar 
work in their countries.

HHHERE is a remote chance that when the State De- 
•*? partment's budget figures are shaken down for the 
new fiscal year beginning July 1, the total reduction 
in force may not be as great as 2550.- For two reasons. 
^ First, the department went thru a preliminary RIF 
In May, when.3Q0 employes were dropped. Second, 
since March State Department employes have been 
resigning their jobs faster than new employes- could

. Scotty McLeod was named State 
Department Administrator of the 
Bureau of Security and Consular 
Affairs on Feb. 26, just after he 
had left Washington for a Relayed 
vacation in Florida. He came back, 
reported for work and was sworn in 
on March 3. 

He asked what his job was and 
to whom he reported. A State De- 
partment press release announcing 
the appointment was pretty vague 
as to details, but it was his guide. 

SEES DULLES LJTTLE 

They gave him an office suite in 
the main State Department build- 
ing where he would be accessible 
to his immediate superior. Under- 
secretary Donold B. Lourie, in 
charge of administration and or- 
ganization, and to Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles. 

So far, Mr. Dulles has seen Mr. 
McLeod only a few times and then 
on specific matters. The Secretary 
has so many bigger worlbt problems 
to grapple with that he told a con* 
gressional committee he hopes to 
be. relieved of administrative and 
operating problems. 

in other words, the Secretary has 
delegated responsibility *for the 
clean-up of subordinates, except on 
gen^TS^ policy approval and the han- 
dling of specific cases— like that of 
tfie dismissed John Carter Vincent-^ 
on which he is required by law or 
by circumstances to take personal 
responsibility. 
* Primary responsibility has been 
given to Undersecretary Lourie. He 
is former president of Quaker Oats 
Co., of Chicago. He was brought to 
Washington and given a two-year 



job under special legislation^-the 
second law passed by the new Re- 
publican Congress. 

.ASSIGNED BY LAURIE 

• Mr. Lourie's assignment is to 
clean up the State Department. He 
is concentrating on reorganization 
and administration, however, to 
eliminate red tape and put the de- 
partment on a business basis. The 
entire work load on loyalty and 
security cases has been dumped on 
Scott McLeod, as Undersecretary 
Lourie's good right arm. 

/The job that Mr. McLeod was 
asked to take had been created by 
Nevada Sen. Pat McCarrah's In- 
ternal Security Act. It set up a 
position with the rank -of an as- 
sistant secretary of State to have 
charge of security and consular af- 
fairs. = *• 

The latter includes passports and 
visas, protective services and mu- 
nitions control ' Because- the secure 
ity function is so closely related -to. 
the personnel problem, Mr. Lourie 
has assigned the State Department's 
personnel offices to Mr. McLeod's 
bureau.

Mr. McLeod, a former police re- 
porter, FBI agent and administra- 
tive assistant to Sen. Styles Bridges 
(R., N, H.), is stocky and pleasant- 
looking, with graying crew-cut hair 
and horn-rimmed glasses. 

As general advice to State Depart- 
ment employes Mr. McLeod said: 

The fact that" the same emphasis 
w was not put on security in the past 
administration does not mean that 
the department is full of, bad se- 
curity risks. He won't really have 
'the picture until everyone is judged* 
by the new system, but he sees not 
reason for any jitters— any shaky 
morale. 

TWO PROGRAMS ; 

Mr. McLeod discussed two secu-. . 
rity programs— an informal, tempo- 
rary set-up he has been using since ; 
March 3 and formal new regulations 
which are to become effective at the 
end of this month. 

When he took office, Mr. McLeod 
said, the Administration already had 
prepared the rough draft of its new 
executive order on security. This 
order was issued by President Eisen- 
hower on April 27. ■ - 

In the meantime Mr. McLeod de- ; 
cided it would be a waste of time 1 
to continue examining State Depart- \ 
ment personnel by the standards of 
the existing Truman loyalty-security 
program. He reasoned that the new 
criteria would soon be in effect and 
any evaluations done in the interim 
would have to be redone. 

USING NEW STANDARDS 

Without formal order, Mr. McLeod 
directed security officers to use the 
new standards. The executive order 
published subsequently included

j The naked body of John Montgomery wasn't actually stretched 
j out on the long, green-topped committee table.

THE CONCLUSION? 

The sub-committee's -"impersonal" 
investigation into State Department 
personnel procedures went on.

Sen. Bourke B, Hickenlooper 
(R-Iowa), chairman of a subcom- 
mittee investigating the informa- 
tion program, said he had heard 
"rumors" of such a shift, but so 
far as he could learn there was 
nothing to them* 

Benton appeared before the 
Senate group in behalf of a 
greatly strengthened" State De- 
partment information and prop- 
aganda program. He said "cloak 
and dagger" psychological activ- 
ities of the department prob- 
ably ought to be transferred to 
another agency but that infor* 
Imation and cultural activities* 
I should stay where they are. 
| Hickenlooper's subcommittee 
pearlier made public a staff sur . 



vey of 55 American correspond- 
ents in foreign countries de- 
scribing Voice of America short 
wave broadcasts as "generally 
ineffective" but highly praising 
the department's overseas li- 
brary and exchange of students 
programs.

He said the international in- 
formation program needs to at- 
tract more top talent. To .fill 
this need, he recommended that 
more "top key posts, policy 
posts" be created, and the "best 
qualified men in the country" be 
put in them. 

Specifically, Benton recom- 
mended creation of three major 
departments under the over-all 
direction of the Secretary of 
State and a Deputy Under Sec- 
retary. These would be the De- 
partment of International Af- 
fairs, Economic Affairs .and In- 
ternational Affairs. Each, he 
said, should have its own under- 
secretary and assistant secre- 
tary, with a f iill line of authoiv 
ity to the Secretary of State.

However, nervous Dulles im- 
mediately suspended him.

Foreign Service Morale * 

Not\long ago some ^ople were s^ing 
that theWorale of the State Depart ment's 
Foreign SeVice had beenHestroyed by" «he 
Loyalty Review Board's adverse finding in the 
case of John Carter Vincent. Those people 
eiust have been mistaken, however, for now it 
is claimed that the morale of the Foreign Serv- 
ice is being destroyed by Senator McCarthy and 
his investigations subcommittee. Both claims 
can hardly be true unless some way has been 
■found to redestroy morale that has already 
been destroyed. 

The latest claim comes from Samuel J. 
boykin, acting chief of the department's bureau 
of security and consular aifairs. He has- been 
accused of demoting John E. Matson, a depart- 
ment security agent, for telling the McCarthy 
subcommittee that a report he had prepared 
about a suspected Communist in the Foreign 
Service has disappeared s from the department's 
•files.. (Mr. Boykin denies the new Matson as- 
signment is a demotion.) 

Called before the subcommittee to explain 
the alleged demotion of Mr. Matson, Mr. Boykin 
said: "The people- called up (to testify) are just 
scared to death. They're afraid of Senator Mc- 
Carthy. They're afraid of Mr. Matson. They 
couldn't think and they couldn't do their- jobs. 
They were afraid of losing <their jobs. Morale 
imthe' Foreign Service was^ just non-existent 
bemuse of these hearings." I
